1. Minutes 
It was moved and seconded (Waters, MacDonald) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the minutes of the open session of January 19, 1994 be approved. 


2: Business Arising from the Minutes 


History: Document BG-83-7-D37 was distributed and introduced at the meeting of Sept. 
1983 by the Vice-Chairman of the Planning Committee, Mr. Grassby; following 
discussion, it was tabled. Discussed at the October meeting, it was again tabled and 
referred beck to the Planning Committee. In the absence of the Chairman of the Planning 
Committee, Mr. Dinsmore, further discussion was postponed. More urgent matters 
prevented the Planning Committee from returning to this document at the Board meetings 
in December and January. 


M, Dinsmore again discussed strategic planning today. He stressed that his Committee is 
still strongly in favour of establishment of a Core Committee, despite fears expressed at 
Board meetings in the past. The community-at-large Board members on the Planning 


Committee cannot devote adequate time to the planning matters in hand nor to longer 
term goals. 


It is essential to have a Core Committee and a full-time planning resource person as a 
member. Confirmation of this Core Committee is urgently needed. 


Committee Reports 


Mr. L. Ian MacDonald announced that the Communications Committee would hold a 
meeting tomorrow; the main item of business would be a review of The Thursday Report. 
He invited Board members to send him ideas and suggestions for the meeting. 


Daniel's Report 


1. 


It was moved and seconded (Daniel, Sankar) and unanimously RESOLVED: 


THAT the "Fluid Control Centre", which functions in the Engineering 
Faculty, be renamed "Centre for Industrial Control". 


In answer to a question, Vice-Rector Daniel stated that CASA (Committee on Aid 
to Scholarly Activity) has unanimously decided to change its funding policy. It 
had previously granted funds to: (1) faculty members applying for travel to 
conferences; and (2) seed grants to begin research. Because the funds available to 
CASA were growing rapidly, the Committee unanimously agreed to discontinue 
awarding funds for travel. Such money could be obtained from another fund in 
each Faculty through application to the Dean's office. Dr. Daniel said that he was 
unaware of a questionnaire which had been distributed the Arts Faculty asking the 
members of the Faculty to express their preference in the distribution of CASA 
money. Although it was contended that a majority of those in the Humanities 
Department of the Arts and Science Faculty would probably prefer to have 
CASA continue their former policy, nevertheless, all the members of the 
Committee, including the representative from Humanities, had agreed that the 
arguments in favour of the new policy were compelling. The change which has 
been made is permanent. The amount of money distributed by CASA amounts to 
about $80,000 and is about one half the sum available to the Faculty Deans for 
travel and conferences. 


It was moved and seconded (Daniel, Longpré) and unanimously RESOLVED:

to make demands of abandonment or petitions for winding-up or 
bankruptcy orders upon any debtor of the Corporation and to attend and 
vote at all meetings of creditors of Concordia University's debtors and 
grant proxies in connection therewith. 


It was proposed that, in the future, the Christian names of persons being named for suggested 
duties should be given in full. 


6. 


The Rector commented on a memorandum Berlettano to Graham on the subject of the 
Canada Work Programme and asked that a resolution be passed that would satisfy the 
Canadian government requirements in applying for student summer work. This 
memorandum had been distributed to the members of the Board. The Rector mentioned 
that a subsequent communication from Ms. Audrey Williams, Director of Research 
Services, requested that the resolution contained in Mr. Berlettano's memorandum should 
be changed slightly to make it more generally applicable. Therefore, it was moved and 
seconded (Fenwick, Burns) and unanimously RESOLVED:

John W. O'Brien is authorized in the name of Concordia University to sign 
any official document with the Canadian Government concerning projects 
for the Summer Canada Student Employment Programme; and 


Concordia University, through its representatives assumes cover 
exceeding costs to the allowed contribution the Canadian Government in 
the event that the project submitted is subsidized.

Other Business 


A request, referred by the Chair to Vice-Rector Martin, asked that student tax 
exemption forms be made available on the Loyola Campus as well as in the Norris 
building. Prof. Martin replied that he had been informed that it was impossible to 
separate the student list because it was difficult or impossible to determine the 
campus to which the forms should be directed; nevertheless, he would investigate 
the matter further. 


Replying to a request that the Benefits Committee should give an updated report 
at the April Board meeting on the status of pension benefits to disadvantage 
faculty members on the Loyola and Sir George Williams campus, Vice-Rector 
Martin stated that such a report was being prepared and will be presented at the 
April meeting. 


To a request that those members of the Board of Governors who wished to smoke 
during the meeting should be physically divided at the conference table from those 
members who did not wish to smoke, the Rector suggested that the smokers 
should take seats at the north end of the room and non-smokers at the south end 
of the room since the flow of air pattern made this the most effective arrangement. 


A request was made for an update on the matter of foreign student fees in light of 
the rumour that these might be raised again by the government. 


In answer to a question, Dr. Daniel reported that the University negotiations with 
CUFA are, at present, in the hands of the Arbitrator who has promised that he 
will render a decision by the end of February.
